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Missionary’s Thanksgiving in Ukraine a reminder of blessii

What is the first food to circulate 
your table on Thanksgiving? Maybe 
it’s the turkey, the stuffing, potatoes, 
or maybe even the pumpkin pie. In 
our home, it’s the single dish of 
orange and yellow candy corns. It’s 
probably the smallest dish on the 
table, but I always remember it with 
the most satisfaction. At that moment, 
we each pause to remember our bless- 
ings and share them with the family 
as we each take a candy and pass the 
dish to the next person. 

Our tradition was especially vivid to 
me last year, when I was half a world 
away from home. Our tablecloth was 
oolka-dot and our “crystal goblets” 
were really tumblers filled with Kool-

aid. Yet I have never felt so grateful 
in my life. 

Thanksgiving dinner that year 
occurred in a small apartment with 
our “family” of LDS missionaries 
serving in Dnepropetrovsk, Ukraine.

City government officials prohibited 
our preaching of the gospel.

Our missionary work 
was as creative as our dinner, as we 
tried to teach through friendship and 
example. 

This Thanksgiving, the elders pre- 
pared two turkeys they found at the 
outdoor market, and one elder even 


made pumpkin pie from squash. 

It didn’t stop there. My companion 
and I were assigned to make choco- 
late chip cookies in a country where 
they sell no chocolate chips. We com- 
promised by using broken pieces of 
the German chocolate bars we bought 
from a woman along the street. 

The Kool-aid drink, compliments of 
my suitcase, was provided by parents 
who made certain I had a year-and-a- 
half supply before I left. 

That afternoon, we assembled in the 
busy little apartment. Mannheim 
Steamroller played Christmas carols 
from the tape player, and missionaries 
busily set hot rolls and stuffing on the 
table. A pot of water boiled in the 
kitchen to prepare a tray of deviled 
eggs. 

We exchanged our creative cooking

Pilgrims began holiday’s history, 
continued by activists, presidents

The first American Thanksgiving 
took place on December 4, 1619, and 
was hosted by a group of English set- 
tlers who had arrived on the East 
Coast. It was meant to celebrate their 


day of arrival and to give thanks to | 


God. The celebration evolved to a 
national holiday that we now cele- 
orate with turkey and pumpkin pie. 

The first official Thanksgiving that 
most Americans think of took place in 
the autumn of 1621 when Governor 
William Bradford of the Plymouth 
Colony issued a thanksgiving procla- 
mation. The grain was cut, the harvest 
was found to be abundant and there 
was great rejoicing. Governor 
Bradford sent out four men in-search 
of game, and they soon returned with 
a large number of wild fowl, most of 
which were turkeys. 

‘Governor Bradford and the pilgrims 
were joined by Massasoit, the chief of 
ihe Wampanoag tribe, and about nine- 
ty of his fellow tribesmen on their 
three-day celebration. 

In May 1623, a drought began that 
affected the little colony. In the mid- 
dle of July, Governor Bradford 


appointed a day for fasting and 
prayer. Soon after, the weather 
changed. The day of thanksgiving 
was appointed and held on July 30, 
1623. 

The pilgrims had similar days of 
thanksgiving on some occasions, but 
it was not until President Washington 
that a national day of thanksgiving 
was appointed for November 26, 
1789. He made it clear that it should 
be the day of prayer and giving thanks 
to God. 

Sarah J. Hale, editor and founder of 
the Ladies’ Magazine in Boston, is 
usually given a credit for establishing 
Thanksgiving as a national holiday. 
She wrote many editorials and letters 
to the President of the United States 
and governors, over’a period of 20 
years, in support of the plan to fix a 
date for National Thanksgiving Day. 

In 1863, President Abraham Lincoln 
proclaimed the last Thursday of 
November as a day of thanksgiving - 

In 1939, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt moved it to fourth 
Thursday of November as day of 
thanksgiving to allow people more 
time for Christmas shopping. 
Congress ruled the day as a legal fed- 
eral holiday in 1941. 
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They need people who are willing to 
wait until December to get the names 
of the families they sponsor, Breeden 
said. The United Way receives about 
100 names of needy people each 
week from assistance agencies and 
are expecting names through 
December, and-don’t have all of the 
names available yet for sponsors. 

Breeden said the United Way 
encourages volunteers who want to 
make an ongoing weekly commit- 
ment. There are many projects during 
the year that need volunteers, she 
said. 

“We want to encourage people to 
serve others whether raking leaves or 
shoveling snow,” Breeden said.

The ELWC cafeteria will be a home

- DAYTON, Ohio — Bosnia peace talks moved toward a 
windup Sunday with indications that spirited American 
mediation would produce an agreement to settle a 43- 
‘month war in which an estimated quarter-million people 
-have perished. 

~ As Secretary of State Warren Christopher tried to resolve 
‘remaining differences with Balkan leaders, U.S. officials 
‘said at least four key issues had been settled and were in a 
draft agreement being prepared for initialing at a ceremony 
-Monday. 

“Clearly, we are approaching the end,’ Nicholas Burns, 
the State Department spokesman, said. Cautiously, he told 
Teporters “it could be an init‘aling ceremony or it could be 
‘a press conference that marks the end of these peace talks 
‘without an agreement.” 
~ If there is an accord, President Clinton is pledeed to con- 
tribute some 20,000 U.S. troops to help enforce it. The 
House voted Friday to deny the administration the. funds 
for deployment. House Speaker Newt Gingrich said 
Sunday “the President has done almost nothing to explain 
to the American people why his Bosnia policy makes 
“sense.” 

- The agreement would set up two ethnic republics in the 
former Yugoslav republic, one controlled jointly by 
-Muslims and Croats, the other by Serbs. The central gov- 
‘ernment would be in charge of foreign affairs and little 


else. 

There would be a collective presidency and the United 
States would help arm and train the Bosnian army, U.S. 
officials told The Associated Press. 

A draft agreement provides also for a separation of rival 
armies with a demilitarized zone four kilometers wide and 
for the Bosnian Serbs to retain control of Srebrenica and 
Zepa, Muslim enclaves they overran even though the 
United Nations had designated the zones to be safe havens. 


Last week, the U.N. war crimes tribunal indicted. 


Radovan Karadzic and Ratko Mladic, the Bosnian Serbs’ 
political and military leaders, as being in control of killing 


squads that murdered thousands of Muslim civilians in. 


Srebrenica after it fell in July. 

Chief prosecutor Richard Goldstone urged the settlement 
require the parties to turn them in for trial along with some 
50 other war crimes suspects. Burns has said the United 
States was insisting on cooperation with the tribunal, but 
he has declined to say how specific the provision in the 
accord may be. 

The Muslims would retain Gorazde, another enclave. that 


_ was on the verge of a Serb takeover before NATO air 


strikes prompted a cease-fire Oct. 5, the officials told The 
Associated Press on condition of anonymity. 

The draft also provides for the new Bosnian union to 
have separate military forces controlled by Serbs on one 
side and the Muslim-Croat coalition on the other. There 
would be two similar police forces, as well.

Alcohol education has significantly 
decreased the number of accidents 
and arrests evolving from drivers 
under the influence of alcohol, said 
Dray Savage, patrolman for the Provo 
Police Department.

“They? re showing 
more responsibility in getting rides 
and designating drivers.”

There have been two to three vehic- 
ular homicides every year in the past, 
he said, but this year in Provo there 
have been no fatal car crashes involv- 
ing drivers under the influence of 
alcohol. 

The number of people pulled over 
for drinking and driving has 
decreased as well. 

Savage said two to three drivers are 
found driving under the influence of 
alcohol on a typical weekend, as com- 


‘pared to the previous three or four. 


Drunk drivers can be detected from 
patterns of driving too slow, very 
aggressively, or not turning their 
lights on at night, Savage said. 

Beth Schauss, a freshman from 
Evansville, Ind. majoring in speech 
pathology, said she was hit by a drunk 
driver while driving home from a high 
school football game Oct. 28, 1994. 

“T was about a mile arid a half from 
my house. when he hit me. My car, 
spun in circles and went down a hill,’ 


Schauss said. 

She said she was driving with her 
brother when the accident occurred. 

The other driver had a blood/alcohol 
level of .3, she said. ; 

“T thought my brother was dead and 
I didn’t know where I was. I had hit 
the.dash board with my head which 
ripped my bangs out. 

I had huge gashes and was bruised 
seriously from the steering wheel,” 
she said. : 

Schauss said she and her brother 
were both wearing safety belts at the 
time of the accident. 

“T know that if you drink heavily it 
can mess up your life as well as oth- 
ers,” Schauss said. 

The Police Department provided 
information stating that an individual 
is 10 times safer in an automobile 
when wearing a safety belt. The 
Department claims that if seatbelt

recent changes in the church involv- 
ing the ordination of women to the 
priesthood, the inclusion of unbap- 
tized individuals in the communion 
service (open communion) and the 
past decision to respect cultural dif- 
ferences by baptizing members of a 
polygamist group in India. All of 
these changes brought an emotional 
struggle to the membership, he said. 

The decision to have an open com- 
munion brought the RLDS church 
into the mainstream of Orthodox 
Christianity, no longer to be consid- 
ered a sect. 

Today, there are nearly a quarter of a 
million members of the RLDS church 
in 38 nations, Scherer said. The 
church’s newest congregations are in 
Poland, Siberia, and other Soviet 
republics where the missionary effort 
is being spread. 

“We hope that the gospel of Christ is 
spread to those people who have yet 
to know him, whether they be in 
Siberia or in St. Louis,” he said. 

Scherer said the main differences 
between the RLDS and LDS religions 
lies in their world views and their 
means of stewardship. 

The LDS religion seems to place a 
greater emphasis on the Book of 
Mormon than the RLDS religion, he 
said. The RLDS believe the Book of 
Mormon to be true, but it does not 
play a defining role in their religion, 
where equal emphasis is given to all 
scriptural books. 

He described the Book of Mormon 
as a history with a spiritual dimen- 
sion. 

Also, tithing is figured differently, 
with 10 percent being taken from the 
surplus rather than the gross amount. 
Consequently, during hard economic 
times the RLDS church suffers, 
Scherer said. 

In describing the similarities of the 
two churches, Scherer said both reli- 
gions believe in modern-day revela- 
tion through a prophet on earth. Also, 
just as he had seen the Lord’s bless- 
ings upon the LDS members in Utah 
that week, he recognized the blessings 
of the RLDS members. 

Speaking to the BYU audience, 
Scherer said, “Your commitment and 
your sacrifice is evident just anywhere 
you look as I’ve visited throughout 
the Salt Lake Valley. We believe that 
the Lord has blessed us too, in very 
beautiful ways.”

More than a year of preparation and 
work came together for the Family 
Support and Treatment Center at a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony on Friday to 
celebrate the official opening of the 
facility. Located at 1255 N. 1200 West 
in Orem, the center is a United Way 
agency that provides crisis care for 
children, and works to prevent and 
treat child abuse and neglect. 

“This center is evidence that the 
donations people are making do make 
a difference,” said Bill Hulterstrom, 
president of the United Way of Utah 
County. 

The building that houses the center 
is the result of an anonymous dona- 


tion made through the United Way of 


Utah County, and much of the work 
that has been-performed to modernize 
the facility has been done by volun- 
teers as well. Governor Mike Leavitt 
spent a day painting the facility to 
show his support for what the center 
is trying to do. 

Following the ribbon-cutting, visi- 
tors were given a tour of the facility 
and introduced to the types of treat- 
ment offered. Cindy Lee, clinical 
director at the center, said that therapy 
sessions are all carefully designed and 
conducted by trained personnel to 
avoid retraumatizing the individual. 
Lee also said that the intent of the 
cénter is not to recreate situations of 
abuse, but to treat them as they sur- 
faee during therapy sessions.

Magleby honored 


for research work,

Political science department chair 
David Magleby has received the 
honor of being named a Distinguished 
Professor of Political Science because 
of his many nationally-recognized 
contributions in teaching, research 
and: professional service. 

Magleby teaches American 
Government and Public Opinion and 
Voting Behavior when not attending 
to. his position as chair of the depart- 
ment. Because of his understanding of 
American government, he was select- 
ed as the fourth editor for the text- 
beok “Government by the People,” 
used in introductory American goy- 
ernment classes. 

A national authority on direct 
democracy through initiative and 
campaign financing, Magleby has 
appeared on C-SPAN and has written 
more than 30 peer-reviewed articles 
on various aspects Of political science. 
Magleby is the author of “The Myth 
of the Independent Voter,” “The 
Money Chase: Congressional 
Campaign Finance and Proposals for 
Reform” and “Direct Legislation: 
Voting on Ballot Propositions in the 
United States.” Each of these books 
hds-received national recognition.

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Elder Bateman 
says we must 
earn salvation 
‘one-by-one’

Though as individuals we can help 
one another, salvation through Jesus 
Christ is essentially a “one-by-one” 
process, said Merrill J. Bateman, pre- 
siding bishop of the LDS Church, at 
an Honors fireside Sunday. 

“He knows each one of us, and we 
are more than just a number to Him,” 
Elder Bateman said. 

In his address to students, Bateman 
examined some of the “one-by-one” 
principles the gospel advocates. 

First, we had the opportunity to 
choose a plan that allowed the indi- 
vidual to make his or her own choic- 
es, he said. 

“Satan provided an alternative that 
was really group-oriented and would- 
n’t work,” he said. “In Satan’s plan, 
he wanted to bring us to mortality, 
keep us in a closet for 80 years, feed 
us through a door, and then take us 
back to our Father. Then what would 
we have been? Eighty-year-old 
babies. It wouldn’t have worked.” 

Conversion is also a “one-by-one” 
process, he said. 

He said that this explained the 
importance for each individual to 
touch Christ when He came to the 
Nephites in the book of 3 Nephi in the 
Book of Mormon. 

“He wanted them to know individu- 
ally, just as He knows each of them 
personally,’ Elder Bateman said. 

If conversion was a group process, 
then we wouldn’t have so many mis- 
sionaries throughout the world trying 
to reach individuals; instead we'd 
have more large meetings with # 
President Hinckley, he said. 

“In the long run, however, there isn’t 
lasting power to that approach,” he 
said. The ordinances essential to exal- 
tation are individual processes, too, he 
said. 

“Don’t you think every single per- 
son is entitled to his or her own ordi- 
nances if we’re going to make this 
whole thing effective?” he said. 

He used sacrament to illustrate 
another important “one-by-one” 
process of the gospel. 

“You haye the opportunity to gain a 
clean life again, every Siinday,” he 
said. “What if we just offered sacra- 
ment to the head of the family? It 
wouldn’t work, because it’s a ‘one- 
by-one’ process.” 

As members of the Charen. we need 
to pair off and help one another grow, 
but the gospel is organized “one-by- 
one,” and it all starts from within the 
individual, Bateman said.

The Cougars remained unbeaten in 
the preseason by defeating the Croatia 
BC Zadar team 94-80 Friday in front 
of 15,000 screaming fans. The team 
was able to blow the tight game open 
in the waning moments by turning the 
Croatian’s mistakes into easy baskets. 

The teams were deadlocked at 42 
going into the break as Zadar the shot 
lights out in the first half, hitting on 
over 57 percent of its shots. But the 
Cougars scored the first six points of 
the second half and never looked 
back. . 
“We turned the ball over too many 
times in the first half and they shot 
well,” coach Roger Reid said. “We 
adjusted defensively nicely in the sec- 
ond half and I thought that made a big 
difference.

Bryon 
Ruffner led all scorers with 24 points, 
knocking them down from every spot 
on the court with defenders draped all 
over him. 

“T’ve really been impressed. He is 
able to score in traffic and gives us a 
go-to guy,’ Reid said about Ruffner. 

Ruffner also did an excellent job 
containing Zadar’s top gun, Mario 
Gasparovic, who finished with 22 
points. 

Ken Roberts, voted by the media as 
the league’s best rebounder, showed 
why he is king of the glass, pulling 
down a Dennis Rodman-like 19 
boards while tallying 13 points and 
dishing out five assists. 

The unsung hero of the game may 
have been forward Jeff Campbell who 
notched 14 points including a dunk in 
the first half that ignited the crowd 
and forced Zadar to call a timeout. 

Senior Randy Reid got the Cougars 
off to a good start by scoring six 
quick points and finished the game 
with 15. The 6-2 guard electrified the

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BYU soccer team takes 2nd at nationals

A sudden-death, double-overtime 
shootout was all that stood in the way 
of a national title for the BYU 
SoccerCats Saturday, but resulted in a 
discouraging loss. 

The BYU men’s soccer team com- 
peted in the National Collegiate 
Soccer Association National 
Tournament over the weekend and 
was only outscored by the Wildcats of 
Weber State. BYU’s performance was 
strong, but its effort resulted in a sec- 
ond-place trophy. 

Early in the season, BYU soccer 
coach Chris Watkins predicted the 
national title would come to a show- 
down between BYU and Weber State. 
Watkins was right. 

Along the path to meeting Weber 
State in the finals, BYU worked its 
way through five other teams. The 
first game of the tournament was 
against Southwestern Texas. The 
SoccerCats tied 1-1. 

“The first game was a little rough, 
but our offense settled down and we

The second game was against 
Colorado State and resulted in a BYU 
victory, 3-1. Kansas was the third 
opponent, and was swept away, 6-0. 

BYU then met New Mexico State in 
the quarterfinals. By this time the 
SoccerCat offense was on the ram- 
page, and the SoccerCat defense con- 
tinued to be impenetrable. New 
Mexico State was shut out as BYU 
ran the score to 7-0. 

The semifinals held out to be a more 
difficult game. Illinois didn’t allow 
BYU to continue its high-scoring 
shutouts. Illinois restricted BYU to 
two goals, but BYU only let one by. 
Weber State was the final contending 
team. The Wildcats came on strong 
early in the game, scoring twice. 
BYU had to play catch up. A little 
fancy footwork by the SoccerCats tied 
up the score. Time ran out before they 
could score.again. 

For the first shootout, BYU and 
Weber State both sent five players to 
take their best shot. Weber fired, but 
BYU goalie Brian Jolley only allowed 


two balls into the net. Likewise, the 
Weber State goalie only allowed two 
points. 

The winner was declared in the sec- 
ond overtime shootout. This time each 
team was not given five chances. The 
teams alternated kickers. The first 
team to score would win. 

Weber sunk one into the net first, 
and won the game. 

“We had a great team this year. That 
is why we feel so disappointed that 
we didn’t win nationals. But though 
we only placed second, we proved we 
were the team to reckon with,” said 
SoccerCat Jeremy Bailey. 

Three BYU players earned All- 
Tournament recognition. Rick Jensen 
and Brian Jolley were named first 
team all-tourney. Roger Seaman 
earned a second team all-tourney 
recognition. Jensen was also the lead- 
ing scorer for the tournament. 

“We played well. It would be a 
shame to think one loss meant we did- 
n't have a great season,” said BYU 
soccer coach Chris Watkins.

With the win, the Saints, a team 
made up of ex-college athletes, kept 
the Cougars from winning their last 
exhibition game. 

Upon arrival at their hotel in Provo 
at 2 p.m., Portland discovered game 
time had been moved to 4:30 p.m. As 
a result, they dressed at the hotel and 
rushed over to the Marriott Center to 
warm up. 

The early game time may have been 
a factor in the poor start both teams 
had. BYU’s coach, Soni Adams, said 
everything was in slow motion and no 
one was up to speed at the beginning 
of the game. 

Toward the end of the first half, the 
Saints began to shake their sluggish- 
ness and began breaking down BYU’s 
defense, leaving open layups and 
open jumpers for easy baskets. 


Portland’s increased activity hurt the 
Cougars. 

“This was a more active team than 
we played Monday. We didn’t adjust 
to it,” said Adams. 

A sloppy first half was characterized 
by turnovers and missed opportuni- 
ties. The Cougars didn’t score a field 
goal for the last five minutes of the 
opening frame, but netted seven free 
throws to keep the game close at half- 
time, 33-26. 

BYU’s shooting problems continued 
at the beginning of the second period, 
as it took another three minutes 
before BYU could connect on a field 
goal. As a result, the Saints bulged 
their lead to 43-30. 

At this point, the Cougars finally 
woke their shooting game up. Three- 
pointers from Kim Morris, Kari 
Gallup and Shannon MacCormac, 
along with inside shots from Ann 
Olpin, led a BYU charge over the 
next 10 minutes to tie the score at 59- 
59. 

The Saints, however, were able to 
reclaim and keep the lead, primarily 
by getting to the free throw line so 
effectively.

Turnovers, lack of running game doom Y

It took just minutes to unravel the 
momentum BYU had built up over its 
past eight games. 

Not since the Air Force game has a 
team so thoroughly controlled the 
Cougars on both sides of the ball for 
60 minutes like the University of Utah 
did on Saturday. The Utes took com- 
mand of the game early, and went on 
to dominate BYU, winning 34-17. 

What happened? Wasn’t BYU on a 
four-game winning streak? Hadn’t the 
offense finally come around, averag- 
ing 40 points per game during that 
streak? Why this, why now? 

A visibly upset coach LaVell 
Edwards addressed the media follow- 
ing the game and shed some light on 
the Cougars’ debacle. 

“I want to compliment Utah, I 
thought they prepared well and exe- 
cuted well,’ Edwards said. 

“Utah did an excellent job running 
the football and dictating the tempo.” 

Edwards said to win the game 
against Utah two things needed to 
happen: His team could not turn the 
ball over, and it would have to run the 
ball well. Needless to say, Edwards 
was right. 

Quarterback Steve Sarkisian threw 
four interceptions, which led to two 
Utah scores, but more importantly 
stalled key Cougar drives. 

“T. don’t think we came to play. That 
wasn’t us out there playing, so it was 
very frustrating,” Sarkisian said. “It 
reminded me of our first few games of 
the year. We tried to do a lot of differ- 
ent things, but we couldn’t get going.” 


The running game, which had 
shown marked improvement over the 
past few games reverted to its early- 
season form. The Cougars rushed 17 
times for a total of 50 yards. 

“T don’t think they were a good 
enough defense to stop our run,’ full- 
back Hema Heimuli said. “It was just 
our fault for stopping the run. It (the 
lack of a running game) is the running 
backs’ fault.” 

One of the most telling statistics of 
the game is the time of possession. 
Utah had the ball for 40:47 while 
BYU only had 19:13 to work with. 

“We never had the ball enough to 
get into any kind of rhythm,” Edwards 
said.’ 

Utah had its way on third down, 
converting on 15 of 22 opportunities. 

“They did an excellent job on third 
down,” Edwards said. “We have been 
very effective this year on third down 
from the defensive standpoint. It 
seemed like we had them, and then it 
was snatched away. We were not able 
to make the plays.” 

Though the game was very physical, 
the Cougars stayed relatively injury- 
free. Offensive lineman Matt 
Meservey was the only player injured 
seriously. 

“Meservey had another (his second) 
concussion and I suspect he will be 
through for the season,” Edwards 
said. 

Dr. Darrell Stacey, team physician, 
said it is normal procedure for a play- 
er who suffers a second concussion to 
sit out for a month. He also said 
Meservey may be able to play in a 
bowl game should the opportunity 
arise.

Sunday’s agreement followed a long 
day of negotiating against a backdrop 
of restlessness among federal employ- 
ees and the public. Forty percent of 
the federal work force - nearly 
800,000 employees - have been on 
furlough. 

In a compromise that was key to the 
agreement, the two sides said the 
Congressional Budget Office will

measure whether or not any eventual 
budget deal eliminates deficits, but 
only after consulting with the White 
House and other government and pri- 
vate economists. 

The argument over whose technical 
and economic assumptions are used is 
important because the White House 
budget office’s forecast would permit 
nearly $500 billion more in spending 
over seven years than the congres- 
sional office’s prediction. 

Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole, 
R-Kan., and House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, R-Ga., and their chief 
deputies held a news conference 
where they were barely able to con- 
tain their euphoria.

Budget Committee Chairman John 
Kasich, said, thrusting two clenched 
fists in the air.

A reporter asked Dole, “Who 
blinked?” He responded with two 
words and a smile, “Seven years.” 

But Clinton said the agreement 
“represents the first sign of their 
(Republicans’) willingness to move 
forward without forcing unacceptable 
cuts ... on the American people.”

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Astronauts get ready for ride home, celebration

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — With 
their successful visit to Russia’s orbit- 
ing station now space history, 
Atlantis’ astronauts focused on 
today’s ride home and the celebration 
awaiting them. 

“We ought to start working on a 
pretty sizable party,” shuttle comman- 
der Kenneth Cameron said Sunday. 

“It’s in works,” replied Mission 
Control. 

Three key players will miss the 
party - the two Russians and one 
German aboard space station Mir. 
They have 3 1/2 months remaining in 
their six-month mission and hope to 
catch up with the shuttle astronauts 
next spring. 

Good weather is forecast for 
Atlantis’ noon landing at the Kennedy 
Space Center. For the first time since 
their docking mission began on Nov. 
12, the five astronauts did not have to 
rush their operations or worry about 
Mir. They spent their last full day in 
orbit packing away all the equipment 
they had carted over from Mir during 
the three days the spacecraft were 
docked together. 

They toted over nearly 200 science 
€xperiments and other U.S., Russian 
and European items. Nearly 300 items 
were lugged in the opposite direction. 

The biggest by far was the 15-foot, 
9,000-pound docking tunnel carried 
up by Atlantis and attached to Mir. 
The Russians built it to make Atlantis’

OSAKA, Japan — Pacific Rim leaders took 
another step Sunday toward building a free-trade 
zone, buoyed by China’s promise to slash tariffs and 
to ease foreign access to its fast-growing markets 
starting next year. 

Their enthusiasm apparently undimmed by 
President Clinton’s absence because of the U.S. 
budget crisis, leaders at the Asia-Pacific Economic 
Cooperation summit offered “down payments” on 
the pledge made last year to liberalize trade over the 
next quarter-century. 

* The pledges ranged from deregulating industries 
and lowering tariffs to trimming the red tape that 
bedevils regional trade. 

The 18 APEC nations are the source of 50 percent 
of world trade and growing. They include the 
world’s two biggest economies, the United States 
and Japan, and China, one of its fastest-growing. 

Leaders in Osaka said they understood why 
Clinton couldn’t make it, but it was impossible to 
erase the fundamental message his cancellation left: 
an American president, preoccupied with troubles at 
home, was unable to attend to business in Asia. 

His stand-in, Vice-President Al Gore, insisted this 
was not true. “Our future lies in Asia,” he said, and

Chinese President Jiang Zemin said developing 
nations “need more time since they face greater 
pressures, risks and difficulties.” 

But it was Jiang who appeared to put flesh on the 
APEC dream by announcing that China will, “effec- 
tive from 1996, drastically reduce its overall tariff 
level by a margin of no less than 30 percent.” 

He did not elaborate. But China’s vast exports 
generate large trade deficits with the United States 
and others, and any tariff cut would make it easier 
for foreigners to sell products in China. 

South Korean President Kim Young-sam pledged 
that his country would open more than 200 types of 
business to foreign investment in the next five 
years. He promised to simplify customs clearance 
for exports and imports. 

Pacific Rim leaders also hinted at the possibility 

_ that their countries could be moving, albeit slowly, 
toward some kind of a regional security pact. The 
idea would be for Asian countries to team up on 
military matters to ensure that no single country, 
such as China, becomes too powerful. 

Japan endorsed the idea of turning APEC, previ- 
ously a trade group, into a forum for discussing 
security matters.

WARSAW, Poland—A polished for- 
mer Communist, Aleksander 
Kwasniewski, defeated faded 
Solidarity hero Lech Walesa by a slim 
Margin in a presidential runoff 
Sunday, according to projections from 
the state polling agency. 

Kwasniewski won 51.4 percent of 
the.vote to 48.6 percent for the incum- 
bent, according to unofficial ballot 
results compiled by state television’s 
OBOP agency from 1,150 of 22,472 
precincts. 

The projections had a | percent mar- 
gin of error, and the race was so close 
neither candidate acknowledged vic- 
tory or defeat.

Bethlehem first 
West Bank city 
given autonomy

JENIN, West Bank — Thousands of 
jubilant Palestinians whistled and 
clapped as Yasser Arafat arrived by 
helicopter Sunday to honor the first 
West Bank city given autonomy under 
the latest Israel-PLO agreement. 

“In the name of God we meet here 
in liberated Jenin,” the PLO leader 
told the cheering crowd. “Together we 
shall build an Eepeat Palestinian 
state.” 

Meanwhile, a official of the Islamic 
militant group Hamas, which has 
opposed the Israel-PLO peace process 
with bombs and bullets, said Sunday 
the ‘group will form a political party to 
run in Palestinian elections scheduled 
for January. 

Jenin is the first of seven West Bank 
cities that Israeli troops are scheduled 
to pull out of by spring. The pace of 
the withdrawal was accelerated after 
the Nov. 4 assassination of Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

“The path of peace continues, and it 
will not be slowed by those who raise 
their guns or by assassinations,” 
Arafat said. 

He said Palestinians would pray and 
celebrate under self-rule in Bethlehem 
by end of the year, and “after that we 
shall pray together in Jerusalem.” 

Palestinians want the eastern part of 
Jerusalem, captured by Israel in 1967, 
to be the capital of a future 
Palestinian state. Israel insists the 
entire city will remain its undivided 
capital.

Walesa keyed his campaign to fears 
of a Communist resurgence while 
Kwasniewski insisted he could be 
trusted to transcend his party’s totali- 
tarian past. 

Kwasniewski, 41, had already left 
his headquarters when the projections 
were announced, triggering a joyful 
frenzy among youthful campdign 
workers. 

They danced, screamed and sang 
“May He Live 100 Years.” 

The 52-year-old Walesa never 
appeared at his campaign headquar- 
ters, where supporters fell silent upon 
hearing the news and slowly began 
filing out. 

Walesa, the former Solidarity leader, 


had steadily lost support during his 
five-year term. ¢ 

He looked dour.as he thanked sup- 
porters in a brief appearance just after 
polls closed and retired with his fami- 
ly. 

Although official results were not 
expected until Monday at the earliest, 
the reaction to the OBOP agency.’s 
reports reflected its record in accu- 
rately predicting election outcomes 
based on a careful selection of 
precincts. 

Defense Minister Zbigniew Okonski 
said he and the other two ministers 
named by Walesa for the leftist 
Cabinet would resign if the results 
stuck. 

The others are Forcier Minister 
Wladyslaw Bartoszewski and Interior 
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Minister Andrzej Milezanowski. 

Kwasniewski expressed satisfaction 
that the 68.8 percent voter turnout 
was post-Communist Poland’s high- 
est, thanks to young voters. 

“Those young people without histor- 
ical sentiments or prejudices are our 
greatest chance, our greatest hope,” 
Kwasniewski told chanting support- 
ers.
